; 2. But our Exportations may be very great, and yet thele Kingdoms may in a ſhort time become very poor, weak,and contemptible, if there ſhould be more goods Imported, and con- 
ſumed in theſe Kingdoms, then the yearly values of our Native Produce, and of our ManufaQtues Exported, ſhall amount unto. | 
| >», For the vain and excellive waſting of the inhabitants (eſpecially upon Forreign Growth, and Manufactures) maintains their poor, and Exports our Stock, and diſcourageth, and Im- 
poveriſheth our Poor, and our Artificers, who leave us, and Inrich Forreigners. And theſe are the true cauſes of the want of Money in theſe Kingdoms, | 
4. For though all our Exportations and Tmportations in Trade wi.l be near equal in value, accounting the values in Forreign paris (firſt deducting the charges there) of what is Exported

10. Ard (although u is of greateſt concernment tothele Kingdoms io much to improve and increaſe our true Produce, Manufactures, and Shipping,whetein our wealth,and ſafety conſiſts, that there ſhould 

rather want inhabitants for theſe prottable Imployments,then Imploymemns for the Inhabitants) yetif any of the I: habitanis ſhould net be fully lmployed therein, ic would be advantageous, to imploy 

them in mending High-ways vr in making Bridges or Cauſcaies, that thereby the Portage of Goods may beealier, and ci.caper, or in making Keys, or Moles for Shipping, or in mending Harbours, or in 

fortifying Sex Ports, or in ſetting up Land Marks, or ia ſuch like Imploy ems, tor the ſecurity of Shipping. 


11. Or it would be ſafer, more profitabie, ard leſs chargeable, to theſe kingdoun s to _—_ poor, that want other Inployments, in making Inc:olt.res, or Fortifications, or in planting Trees, or in 
Erecting Store-Houles, or Work-Houſes, or other publick ſtructures, then to ſuffer them to be idle, and take ill courſes. 
12, The better to cxplainthele aſſertions, it may be conlidered, that fruitful Countreys, ſo well ; rovided with all neceſlaries for Food and Rayment, (+ c. that they can Export more of them to ſtrangers, then 


they need to Import, and conſume, may preſerve themſelves from being Impoverithed, though they ſhould have little or no Forreiga Trade, and may maintain themſelyes with neceſſaries , though half the 
[nkabi:ants, that areable and fit to work ſhould be idle or unprotitably imployed. 


13. Thele three Kingdoms are ſuch, and therefore if eight Millious of the Inhabytants thereof areable co work, tour Millions of them are ſufficient to provide neceſſaries for them all. 

14. And though two Millions of the other four were imployed in providing for the ſuperfluous delights,and pleaſures,of the Inhabitants, yet if they would exceed no more then the value of what the twa 
Millions can provide, any part of the other two Millions might be imployed in the warrs, or in any other publick imploymeats, and theſe Kingdoms would not be impoyerithed by maintaining them. 

15. This will hold proportionably to th.e number of Inhabitants that are really in theſe Kingdoms, ſo that a fourth part may well be imployed, by his Majeſty, or his SubjeRts in the warrs, or towards the in- 
crealing the ſtrength; and Riches,of theſe Kingdoms , 

16. Then his Majeſty doth not imploy the tenth part of thoſe he might well imploy without Impoveriſhing theſe Kingdoms, if the idleneſs; andexceſs;of the Inhabitants did not hinder. 

17. We may likewiſe conlider,that it the Riches and conſequently the ſtrength of theſe Kingdoms are decreaſed (as certainly they are) it is not the greatneſs of Taxes which (being well expended ) is but 
2 diſtributing of it by thoſe that are rich tothoſe that are poorer amongſt us) that cauſeth the decreaſe ; bu becauſe the greateſt part of thoſe thatare able,and fit to work,are idle; or labour in vain, by ſpendin 
their time only in providing to maintain,the exceſlive,and waſtful, Expences of themſeves, and of the other Inhabitants, and ſuch do no more increaſe the Riches, and ftrength of theſe Kingdoms, then ir woul 
be increaſed by them,if they remained idle. 7 

18. For theſe Kingdoms are atas much charge to maintain ſuch, as live idly, or are imployed only in providing to maintain the excellive expences, of themſelyes, and the reſt of the inhabitants, and are as 
much, or more impoverithe4 by maintaining them, then they would be if they paid ſo much in Taxes as would maintain as many Souldiers though their poyerty comes more incenlibly upon them this way 
then by paing 1. cs. Way. 

I 0 That cuſtoi::s, and import exciſe may be ſo laid on,and ordered, that the inhabitants of theſe Kingdoms,may grow richer by them, thenthey would, if they were wholy taken away. 

20. And ( though Land Taxes were morethen double what they are now) the Inbabirzams of theſe Kirgdoms, may be ſo imployed, that moſt may find plenty, and few want, and theſe Kingdoms (ina ſhort 
tine) may be madethie Richeſt, rhe moſt powerful,and flouriſhing, kingdoms, and his Majeſty may become the moſt Powerful, and the Richeſt Monarch, in the World, without any injuſtice to any Prince or 
Potentate, and with little effuſion of Blood, All which, and much more ſhall at conveuicat opportunities (God willing ) be fully Demonſtrated, By F, H, Eſg.; VERS: OP 
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
